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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tlie fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
February 18, 2009 has been entered. 

2. Applicant's amendments and arguments to the Final Office Action of February 
18, 2010 have been fully and carefully considered. The examiner acknowledges the 
changes made to the claims which use the terms "velocity" and " heat transfer 
coefficient". Applicant is thanked for making these changes. Applicant's arguments 
regarding Agarwal and Filippi et al., the discussion of the Dittus-Boelter and Sieder-Tate 
equations which are heat transfer equations applied in the heat transfer in tubes without 
phase change and the discussion of Agarwal and where phase change occurs and the 
Foster-Zuber correlation used in determining the heat transfer coefficient and the Chen 
correlation has been reviewed and applicant is thanked for detailed discussion and the 
differences described between the instant invention and that taught and described by 
Agarwal and Filipi et al. Applicant's arguments are persuasive and the application is in 
conditions for allowance. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach and or suggest a method of controlling a catalytic bed reactor operating in 
pseudo-isothermal conditions by means of at least one heat exchanger crossed by a 
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respective operating fluid immersed in the catalytic bed wherein the velocity of the 
exchange fluid inside the respective heat exchange is set so that the heat transfer 
coefficient inside the heat exchange is less than the heat transfer coefficient in the 
catalytic bed. By setting the velocity of the heat exchange fluid as claimed surprisingly 
and advantageously improves the homogeneity of the temperature within the catalyst 
bed which would not be readily, (If at all) expected by the ordinary artisan and therefore 
the invention as claimed has not been taught either singularly or in combination by the 
prior art.
